factory, promoted by a Czecho-Slo- 
vakian. Huntingdon, Que., ig in line 
for a textile plant to be established by 
a Polish group, At Levis, Quebec, a 
Belgian industrialist, Georges L'Hoire 
is planning to erect a plant for the 
manufacture of aluminum pots and 
pans. : : 
A $2,000,000 sugar plant is plan- 
ned for Manitoba's Red River Valley. 
The promoters, Albert Flagenheimer, 
is said to be the owner of 26 sugar 
factories and four distilleries in Ger- 
many, Italy, Belgium, Bulgaria and 
Rumania, Born in Germany of Jewish 
parents, who were citizens of the 
United States, Flagenheimer has liv- 
ed in Switzerland during the past 
four years. 

European interests, supported by 
British capital are reported to be or- 
ganizing a $2,500,000 rayon industry 
at North Vancouver. At New West-

VOLCANOES IN “VALLEY 
OF HELL” PROVIDE 
POWER FOR ITALY 


In the Valley of Hell near Lardar- 
ello, Italy, volcanoes are providing el- 
ectric power for Italy. 

Fascists assert with pride that only 
in Italy is voleanic vapor harnessed 
for. conversion into electric: power, a 


ow project that is part of Premier Mus- 


solini’s program to make Italy eco- 
nomically self-sufficient. 

Production has been increased this 
year and eight turbine plants now 
turn out 33,000,000 kilowatt hours of 
electricity a month furnishing power 
for the electrified Pisa-Rome Railway 
line and light and power for several 
towns. 

Use of this steam saves Italy from 
importing about 500 tons of coal a 
month. 

Southern Tuscany always has been 
famous for the eruptive cones in, its 
limestone mountains and. for geysers 
of volcanic water vapor. The Valley 
of Hell—Valle Dell'inferno—at the 
side of Mount Cerboli, is a particularly 
| hot spot. 

The sub-soil has volcanic heat and 
water, which produces steam. As it 
‘gushes forth a residue of boric acid 
j}and other chemicals is left which has 
| been turned to commercial use for a 
| long time, but only recently has. the 
steam itself been used. 


Wells have been drilled, some of}j 


jthem 1,000 feet deep, Just before the 
| level steam is reached the workmen 
retreat and wait for the blow-up. 

Rocks, mud, lava and. steam some- 
times hoot 1,000 feet into the air, 
wrecking the drilling equipment. 

A well is allowed to “clean itself) 
out’ for a few weeks, and then is 
om when its steam is gushing) 
freely. 

There are 286 wells in the Valley 
of Hell supplying pipelines to power 
plants of the vicinity.
